Horrible Deed of Blood Commit- 
tied in Oldtown, McLean 
County. 


A Well-to-Do. Farmer Deliberately 
Murders His Wife by Shooting. 


And Ends the Tragedy by Blow- 
ing His Own Brains Out. 


Strange Transformation of an Eight-Thou- 
sand-Dollar Package. 


It Goes Forth Containing Notes of the 
Realm, and Turns Up as 
Brown Paper. 


The Mount Vernon, O., 
Threatened with Lynching. 


A DEED OF BLOOD. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Bioomineron, III., June 16.—At 8 o’clock 
this morning two citizens of Oldtown Township 
came to this city to summon a Sheriff and Cor- 
oner to the scene of a wife-murder that had 
transpired during the night in that township, 
nine miles east of Bloomington. 

Yesterday Frederick Hendrix, of Oldtown, a 
weaithy farmer aged 50 years, one of the heav- 
jest land-owners in that section, came to Bloom- 
ington and spent the day drinking as was his 
custom. Trouble had existed for many years 
between him and his wife, and a divorce suit 
was pending, brought by the latter, who still 
lived with him, but not in marital re 
lation. While in town Hendrix, probably 
to spite his wife, hired a German 
girl, Sophia Plonse, whom he took home with 
him. He arrived home about 9 o’clock, when 
he ordered his wife to leave the house, saying 
he had brought Sophia to take her place. She 
replied hotly, when Hendrix kicked her and a 
quarrel ensued. Hendrix drew a revolver and 
fired at her, striking her in the breast. She 
turned and ran toward the gate, eighty yards 
tram the door, followed by Hendrix, fring at 
her. In addition to the first shot three shots 
were fired, all taking effect in the back, and 
each inflicting a mortal wound. 

During the firing a young man named Daley 
interfered, but Hendrix tried to shoot him, and 
he had to desist and witness the butchery. Mrs. 
Hendrix fell near the gate, her life-blood stream- 
ing upon the cravel walk, and Daley and Sophia 
Pionse fled in terror. When they returned with 
the neighbors they found that Hendrix had 
fied, that the 3-year-old child of Mrs. Hen- 
drix was lying weeping on the gory bosom of 
her murdered mother. Over both was spread a 
om, showing that befpre Hendrix quitted the 

readful spot he had looked upon the dead and 
realized the enormity of his crime. 

Officers were summoned, and plans were set 
on foot to 1 * the missing murderer. 

Many who had known Hendrix, and who re- 
membered that once he had made an almost 
successful attempt at suicide, were sure that if 
found at all he would be found dead, and they 
were right. Shortly after daylight one of the 
searchers found Frederick Hendrix lying stiff, 

ory, and dead beside a haystack near his 

ouse, with clotted blood all around him. He 
had discharged achamber of the same pistol 
with which he killed his wife into the right side 
of his head just behind the ear, and from the 
orificé clotted gore and brains exuded. Beside 
him lay the revolver. He was without. coat, 
vest, boots, and hat. 

Thus ended the most terrible tragedy ever 
enacted ina county which of lateis growing 
famous for thrilling deeds of biood. 

Hendrix was one of the old residents being 
born in McLean County, and never having been 
long out of it. He was a favored son of a rich 
farmer, and inherited his father’s estate to the 
exclusion of the brothers and sisters. His wife 
was Miss Elizabeth Morris, of Woodford Coun- 
ty, and was married to him twenty-five years 
ayo, and by him had six children, the oldest a 
young man of 21, the youngest the one found 
upon the bosom of the dead mother. 


A STRANGE TRANSFORMATION, 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, June 16.—A very singular case, 
involving the mysterious disappearance of 
$8,000, has been unearthed here. On the 13th 
inst. Mr. T. A. Stodaart, Cashier of the Third 
National Bank of this city, received a letter 
from the President of the Third National Bank 
at Mount Vernon, III., stating that a shipment 
of $8,000 in bills had been sent to the St. Louis 
Third National Bank, to be put to the credit of 
the Mount Vernon bank. The letter stated 
that the shipment of the money was made 
on the llth. The package arrived on the 11th 
via the Adams Express Company, too late 
to be delivered. It was brought round to the 
bank here the following morning. As Mr. 
Stoddart lifted the package he thought it unusu- 
ally light for a bundle of bills of that size. So he 
called a witness, one of the bank employes, to 
see him open the package. On tearing off the 
wrapper the seals appeared to be untampered 
with, but instead of $8,000 were a number of 
ships of brown paper. The Adams Express 
Company were immediately notified, and are 
working up the case. The Mount Vernon 
bankers are positive that the money was placed 
in the package. As the case now stands, it 
it looks very much as if the Express Company 
would have to shoulder tffe loss.

The New York Senator’s Parting Word on 
Board the Steamer Bound for Europe. 
New York, June 16.—Senator Conkling to- 

day sailed for Europe in the steamship Mosel. 

A numerous company of distinguished Republic- 

ans accompanied the Senator down the bay; 

Passing steamers screamed a ‘‘ good-by,’’ and 

dipped their flags. As the party proceeded 

down the bay, William Orton, President of the 

Western Union Telegraph Company, made an 

appropriate little speech, as he said to give form 

and expression to the sentiment which had 
called the company together, by proposing the 
health of their friend and guest, and wishing 
him a good voyage and speedy return. 

Mr. Conkling, who was received with pro- 
longed cheers, responded in substance as fol-

GENTLEMEN: Had your purpose been to add to 
my regret at leaving these shores, and to the pangs 
of this ng, you could hardly have chosen a 
more effective method.

abroad will be the opportunity to thank the English 
people for England's reception of Gen. Grant. 
[Great applause.| I see you as Americans will 
bear me outif I say that no occurrence in recent 
times has done so much to warm the breasts of the 
people of America as the warm, nerous, and 
spontaneoas tribute paid by England to the hero 
and patriot who enjoys such primacy in the hearts, 
the confidence, and the affection of the American 
people. [Applause.| It is consoling to know that 
the great English-speaking people of the British 
Isles understand that the American people have not 
forgotten the principles, measures, and man that 
in peace preserved and in war rescued that nation- 
aiity which they will pardon us if we regard as the 
greatest nationality on earth. 

The Senator said he hoped to see something 
abroad of the power, developement, and prog- 
ress of other lands, and to be back in the early 
autumn with renewed health and strength, to 
take such part as might belong to him in affairs 
that were likely to demand some attention from 
them all. ere Would that he could 
grasp the hand of each and all of those present, 
and offer them his thanks and personal assur- 
ance that there could be no wish of safety or 
fortune for bim that he did not reciprocate to 
each individual with all his heart. |Great ap- 
plause}.

LOST FRACTIONAL CURRENCY TO BE REPLACED 
BY SILVER. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasnineton, D. C., June 16.—The following 
is the full text of the Attorney-General’s opin- 
ion on the subject of issuing silver coin in lieu 
of fractional currency out of circulation: 

DerarTMEnt oF Justice, Wasuieton, D. C., 
June 16,— The Hon. Jo n, 0 
the Treasury—Sin: By your letter of the 
inst., I am informed that the amount of subsidiary 
silver coin, when added to. the fractional currency 
which has been issued and not redeemed, reaches 
practically to $50, 000, 000, and you inquire in sub- 
stance whether, under the third section of the joint 
resolution of July 22, 1876, you are authorized to 
continue the issue of silver coin in of frac- 
tional currency heretofore issued, which is shown 
to have been lost or destroyed. 

I have the honor to reply that by the act of Jan. 
4, 1875, the Secretary of the Treasury was 
authorized to isst subsidiary coin in redemptiox of 
fractional currency until the amount of such frac- 
tional currency outstanding should be redeemed. 
By the act of April 17, 1876, he was autnorized to 
issue such silver coin in redemption of an equal 
amount of fractional currency, ether the same 
was then in the treasury awaiting redemption, or 
whenever it might be presented for redemption. 
The third section of the joint resolution of J uly 22, 
1876, is ag follows: 

Sec. 3. That, iu on to the amount of subsidi 
coin authorized Ar be issued u IA 
fractlonal cui rency, it shall be lawful to manufacture at 
the several mints aud issue through the Treasury and 
Itsteveral omces such coin to an amount that, tnclud- 
ing the amount of subsidiary silver coin and of frac- 
tional currency outstanding. shall in the aggregate not 
exceed at any time $50 000, 000. 

It was, in my opinion, intended by this section 
that the money to be used as Change should amount 
to $50, 000, 000, and when the term ‘‘outstand- 
ing was used in reference to coin and fractional 
currency heretofore issued it was contempiated 
that the Secretary should ascertain how much of 
that which had before been issued was still out- 
standing. It was a publicly-known fact that all 
the paper currency was, to a considerable extent, 
destroyed by use, this fact having been shown 
repeatedly in cases of those banks which have been 
at — times compelled to sedeem bills issued 
by them. 

In regard to an issue of fractional currency, it 
was also quite clear that, from the number of 
pieces in use, such losses would be proportionately 
greater than an issue of bills of larger amounts. 

While it is, perhaps, not a safe mode of constru- 
ing an act to refer to the debates of the Legislature 
which preceded, it is important in this connection 
to observe that this fact in regard to the destruc- 
tion of paper money by use was well known and 
understood, and was a subject of discussion in 
— — in connection with the bill for which the 
resolution in question was a substituted. 
use of 


the Rep- 
resentatives that, in addition to the 
amount of subsidiary coin authorized by 
law to be issued in redemption of fractional cur- 
rency, it should be lawfuito manufacture at the 
several mints and issue through the Treasurv in its 
several offices a further amount of $20, 000. 000, 
and this bill was sed by the House. In the dis- 
cussion upon it, it was contended upon the one 
side that this would not more than replace the 
amount of fractional currency which had been worn 
out or destroyed, and which would never be pre- 
sented for redemption. Upon the other side, 
while it was admitted thata considerable portion 

of such (fractional currency 

destroyed, was 

amount was much 
000,000. The importance of this in reference 
to the question under consideration is only that the 
fact that a large amount of paper currency is neces- 
sarily destroyed by use, was one which was fully 
considered by Congress in its debates. (See Con- 
gressional Kecord, pp. 3,748, 3,749, and 3,750). 
The bill passed by the House was not accep by 
the Senate, and in place of it the resolution under 
consideration was pass When, therefore, the 
fact was clearly known and understood that a con- 
siderable amount of fraciional currency had been 
destroyed, and Congress uses the phrase out- 
standing instead of the phrase ‘‘ which had been 
issued and not redeemed," or some similar phrase 
which would indicate an intent u its part that 
the amount of $50, 000, 000 should be determined 
by the amount issued and not by that actually in 
existence, it must be held that by the term out- 
standing was intended that currency which still 
continued to form a portion of the circulating me- 
dium, and for which the Treasury might thereaf- 

ter become liable. . 

Jam therefore of the opinion that the amount of 
fractional currency outsianding is to be determin- 
ed not merely by the records of the Department 
which show how much has been issued, but 
also by ascertaining how much of that issue 
has now been lost or destroyed, so that it can 
never be presented for redemption. This. of 
course, presents a question of fact for your con- 
sideration. If itshould be shown that as large an 
amount as 81. 000. 000 in fractional currency had 
been destroyed by fire, upon being satisfied of that 
fact it would be competent for the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue a corresponding amount of sub- 
sidiary silver coin. 

To determine how much of fractional currency 
heretofore issued has been lost or destroyed by use 
isa difficult question, but, as suggested, one of 
factonly. Upon being satisfied as to the amount 
of fractional curre which has been thus 
lost or destroyed, the Secretary is 
authorized to issue an equal amount of subsidiary 
silver coin to replace it, provided that the whole 
amount of subsidiary silver coin and of fractional 
currency in existence is t to exceed the $50, - 
000,000 which it was contemplated by Congress 
should be in cirealation for the purpose of change.

THE CARRYING TRAD 


Chicago ‘Vessel-Owners to 
Raise Freight Rates. 


Two Pooling Plans Submitted 
and Discussed. 


The Action of the Buffalo Convention 
Approved. 


Thirteen of the vessel-owners of the Chicazof 
District, which includes all the Lake Michigan 
ports in Illinois, Indiana, and Michigan, held 
meeting yesterday afternoon in the Call- 

Hall, for the purpose of hearing the report o 
the delegates who attended the Buffalo Conve 
tion, and to consider the propriety of organiz 
ing under the pooling plan proposed in th 
city. 

Two o’clock was the hour appointed for th 
meeting, but it was 3 before the following ow 
ers of vessels got to business: George C. Fin- 
ney, J. B. Hall, John M. Long, H. 8. Halsted, 
Henry C. Ranney, C. J. Magill, James 8. Dun- 
ham, Thothas Hood, Charles Elphicke, J. L. 
Higgie, and Nicholas Finn. 

* r. Finney presided, and Capt. Long acted as 
re ; 

Capt. Hall, one fof the delegates to the Buf- 
falo Convention, reported the proceedings there, 
and said that there were some large vessel- 
owners present, and a plan had been gotten up 
that had been unanimously approved of. I 
illustrated the working of the pooling scheme, 
which has been fully explained in Tux i 


and read a copy of 
THE AGREEMENT PREPARED AT BUFFALO, 
as follows: : \ 

In order to reduce the competition between our- 
selves, we, the undersigned vesscl-owners and 
managers of Buffalo, mutually agree to withdraw 
from business and lay up one-half, more or lese, 
of our — wen y capacity, provided the steam lines 
running Out of Buffalo, and the vessel-owners of 
the districts of Cleveland, Detroit, Milwaukee. 
Chicago, and other lake ports will also lay up half, 
more or less, of their carrying capacity. To carry 
out this proposition, a committee shall be ap- 
pointed by a majority vote to designate the vessels 
to run and those to lay up, to adjust the carrying 
capacity of allof our vessels, and in conjunction 
with committees to be appointed at other ports to 
undertake toregulate the rates at which the ves- 
sels shal! load up te a fairty remunerative rate. 

In order to equitably distribute the earnings be- 
tween the vessels which run and those laſd ap. we 
hereby agree to pay into the hands of a treasurer 
to be appointed by a majority vote of the parties 
hereto, all of our receipts from down freights ex- 
ceeding — cents per 60 pounds of cargo. and all of 
gross receipts from up freights exceeding the basis 
ef — per ton on coal from Buffalo to Chicago or 
Milwaukee, which amounts shall create a fund to 
be distributed between all of the vessels in this 
agreement in proportion to their carrying capaci- 
ty; the distribution to be made the ist of each and 
every month. In order that all parties hereto may 
be protected against any mistake the Committee 
might make, it is agreed by the parties hereto that. 
if any of the parties to this agreement are dissatie- 
fied with any decision of the Committee, he shall 
ask for a Reference Committee, and such Commit- 
tee shall be appointed. to consist of two, one to be 
chosen by the Committee and one by the party 
complaining, and, if necessary, they shal) choose 
a third, and a decision of the two, ora majority of 
the three, shall be binding on both the Committee 
and the owner complaining. 

Mr. Hall said that at Buffalo they recognized 
the great law of supply and demand in arrang- 
ing the plan, which was first originated at Mil- 
waukee and discussed at Detroit. He read the 
resolutions adopted at Buffalo concerning the 
plan, and remarked that at Buffalo, Detroi 
and Milwaukee there had been à great deal o 
talk about the seheme. But the number at the 
meeting did not indicate much interest in it. 
It was not a part of the plan to establish an ar- 
bitrary rate, but to withdraw a portion of the 
surplus tonnage. They were giving away 
their property to men who ought to as 
it; and if the present state of affairs continued 
it would result badly for the shipping interest, 
which would have to pay greater rates than 
ever. In speaking of objections to the plaa, 
he referred to “kiting,” wherein a vessel- 
owner takes the proceeds of a trip to pay off 
old debts, and puts off those to whom he is in- 
debted for that trip, and stated that the end of 
such business must be disastrous to the owners. 
Vesscl- men were excused from paying old debts 
to incur new ones. He showed how that class 
of vessel-owners who were in debt and in dan- 
ger of being tied up would be enabied to settle 
e under the 
proposed plan than they would if they ran in- 
dependentiy. That class of owners who, as 
toasters, drew wages. whether owners in whole 
or part, would also derive more benefit from the 
boolmg of the earnings of the vessels in com- 
mission than they would if they ran on 
their own hook. Capt. Hall believed ~~

Mr. Halsted asked Capt. Hall tf the Winslows, 
ef Cleveland, were represented, and was in- 
formed that he did not bear whether they 
were or not. He also said the Buffalo vessel 
owners all signed the agreement. The 
only common agreement was as to the 
lying up of the tonnage, and any agreement 
they made would be conditional. They might 
commence to organize if they did not get ready 
to 2 a plan in a year. : 

Mr. 1 the other delegate to Buffalo, said 
be had taken a different view from the plan 
proposed, but was willing to come in under any 
that might be adopted. There appeared to be 
a concert of action at Buffalo. and he had no 
doubt but that profits would result from the 
carrying out of the plan. He had gotten to 
Buffalo late, and when the scheme was put to 
vote he did not vote, because he was alone in 
his opposition to the plan, and he did 
not desire to place any obstacle in 
the way of its adoption in so unani- 
mous a v. He understood that delegates 
are to be sent to Buffalo on the 26th inst., pre- 
pared to accept the plan, and he had doubts if 
they at Buffalo would tolerate any other plan. 
When remarks were made at the Buffalo meet- 
ing favorable to the plan they were ap- 
plauded. and when he spoke he was treated 
with silence. Mr. Hood showed the necessity 
of taking some action to raise freight rates, and 
said there were many employed in the marine 
service and a large amount of capital invested, 
and vessel property was rapidly going to de- 
struction. There never was a better time to 
take some effective measures. If there were 
any present who desired to hear his views be 
would give them at any time. 

Capt. Hall spoke of Mr. Hood’s reception, 
and showed how he had been attentively listen- 
ed to. 

Mr. Hood said the Buffalo plan had been fully 
discussed, and those at the late Convention 
were prejudiced against anv other. 

Mr. Halsted moved that the report of the 
delegates be accepted, and the meeting con- 
curred. 

MR. HOOD’S PLAN. 

By request, Mr. Hood explained his scheme 
for obtaining better lake-freight rates. After a 
few prefatory remarks, he read the following: |

Providence, or some other power, seems 
to haye raised up another class of citizens to 
complete whatever may be, lacking in the or- 
dinary operation of retributive justice in the 
case of those who plunder the public. We 
have referred tothe Whisky Ring and the 
New York municipal gang as illustrations, 
but the same result attends all similar prac- 
tices wherever and whenever they take 
place. It is as inevitable in our own munic- 
ipal affairs as it has proved to be true in 
other places. The class of persons who are 
called in to finish the work of retributive 
justice in cases of this kind are the members 
of the legal profession. When the break 
takes place in the successful progress of the 
public robber, counsel have to be em- 
ployed. The assets of the implicated 
party are hastily but thoroughly mar- 
shaled, and the counsel secure to them- 
selves ample compensation. Then ensues a 
struggle over the remainder, and day after 
day the contest progresses, until at last, 
whatever may have been the dishonest gains 
of the accused, they are absorbed by those 
who are engaged in conducting the legal pro- 
ceedings for or against him. Financially, 
the substantial result is that the public re- 
covers nothing, and the prosecuted man is 
stripped of every dime of his dishonest 
gains, and is turned out bankrupt in charac- 
ter and means. It will be difficult to recall 
the name of any of these persons who have 
enriched themselves at the public expense 
who has-been able to retain any of it: what 
his own extravagance, recklessness, and new- 
born tastes have spared has generally, where

The arrangement be- 
tween the Ring Commissioners and con- 
tractors is understood to have been that there 
should be a subsequent allowance for extras 
that would in the end bring the contract 
price up to the figure of Walxxn's original 
bid,—thus leaving a margin for $150,000 of 
stealings. The allowance of extras certainly 
began some time ago, with a fair prospect 
that they would reach the original amount. 
Besides this, a contract has been let to Hms- 
pag for supplying certain of this stone-work 
with granite without providing for any 
rebate on the MeN MI contract on account of 
the large amount of material and work that 
would be saved under the original contract 
by the substitution of granite. 

This is all that is pubhely known and sus- 
pected of the county indictments that have 
been found, but there is certainly a better pros- 
pect now than ever before of actually convict- 
ing some of the men who have been plunder- 
ing the county for years.

THE NEWBERRY WILL CASE. 

The Newsesrry estate, and the final dispo- 
sition of the property under the will, have 
an unusual interest for the public from the 
fact that one-half of the property must 
eventually be set aside for the establishment 
of a Free Public Library. The present pro- 
ceedings in court are likewise of public con- 
cern, because the decision will either enable 
the Trustees to start out immediately upon 
the Public-Library scheme, or cause its in- 
definite postponement.

Both daughters have died, and 
the widow has refused to accept the condi- 
tions of the will (which left her a house and

ENGLAND'S TREPIDATION. 

Although it is appareut that England will 
not immediately interfere in the war between 
Russia and Turkey, now that Russia has 
sent her satisfactory assurances that she will 
not endanger English interests, there are 
numerous facts that go to show she is not 
by any means comfortable so long as Russia 
is in the field. The latest apprehension dis- 
played concerns her position in the North 
Pacific. The Pall Mali Budget, which in a 
semi-official way reflects the sentiment of 
the Government, contains a mournful screed 
setting forth what might happen in a certain 
emergency to Vancouver's Island. It com- 
mences with a statement of. the value of the 
coal-fields, which are sufficient to supply all 
the States on the eastern shore of the Pacific, 
and upon which the English fleets in the 
Pacific must depend for their supply. It 
says: Coal is necessary for our fleet; and 
at Nanaimo there is coal in abundance. 
In 1875 there were three companies at work 
there, with plant including eighteen en- 
gines, six steam pumps, and communication 
by railway with the coaling wharves, which 
are 500 feet long, with a depth of water suf- 
ficient to allow the largest Pacific Ocean 
steamerto come alongside. And nowhere else 
on the whole Pacific station can our ships 
obtain coal, save at places whither it has 
been brought from England, and where it is 
kept in small stores.” All this wealth, ac- 


tected,—a prize for any Power that wants to 
take it. There is not a single fortification 
on the island. The entire garrison of British 
Columbia consists of 200 local militia, com- 
posed of two companies of infantry and a 
half battery of artillery. The few men-of- 
war on the Pacific coast are unable to defend 
it, even if they could be concentrated, and 
it would take months to communicate with 
them from England.

A principle of retributive justice seems to 

follow the dishonest acquisition of wealth, 

and this is conspicuously illustrated in the 

cases of the men who have plundered the 

public since the War. There were many 

and large fortunes made during the War, and 

many of these have long since been dissi- 

pated. We disclaim any purpose to question 

generally the honesty of the means by which 

wealth was so rapidly acquired during the 

War. Even in transactions directly pertain- 

ing to that period there were numerous and 

profitable instances of fair dealing. There 

were fortunes made in legitimate trade, and 

in speculative ventures of all kinds. Some 

of these have survived the ups and downs of 
finance and trade, but many of them have 

long since departed as suddenly as they 

came. It is not in respect of these cases of 

the acquisition of wealth that we write; the 
cases to which we refer at this time are those 

of men who have got rich in office and out 
of it by plundering and robbing the public. 

The money thus acquired seems to carry with 
it the most destructive properties. It fails 
to stick to the hands that have grasped it; 

wings and fly -away, 
or to decay or evaporate; at all events, to 
diminish or disappear rapidly. It seems to 
attract to the owner the especial attention of 
those intent on plundering him. The owner 
of dishonest wealth seeks to purchase friend- 
ship, and to purchase friendship is but, in 
the language of the police, to give himself 
away. If he standin need of any service, 
the knowledge of how he got his money in- 
vites extortion. He is considered lawful 
prey to all who live by preying. Though he 
may circulate freely in society, and by virtue 
of his money be welcomed and recognized in 
polite circles, every thief will estimate him at 
his true merit as a thief, and treat him as one 
of the fraternity. From a consciousness of this 
last fact there is no escape. The man knows 
what he is, and knows that through the thin 
veil which is interposed between his real 
character and society there are but few who 
do not see that all he has is due to dishon- 
esty. Though no man ever reproaches him, 
he reads or imagines he reads reproach and 
contempt in every face he meets. 

The money is forever burning holes in his 
pocket. Suddenly acquired, not by labor, 
or toil, or ability, but by mertly sinking his 
manhood, and through false swearing and 
the. forging of a few figures, this wealth, 
to which he had been a stranger, and which 
far exceeds his anticipations, becomes a 
burden. Naturally he plunges into expendi- 
ture. One extravagance begets another, un- 


large and rapid one. Then come the harpies 
who demand a division,—his less fortunate 
accomplices in crime, men who can, if 
so disposed, “squeal,” and lay bare all his 
transactions, and subject him to vulgar ac- 
cusations, trials, and suits in courts,—to 
these he has to pay out with a liberal hand. 
They are literally avengers, not of the Gov- 
ernment, but of betrayed and outraged jus- 
tice. Let any man call over in his memory 
the names of those who have within the last 
five years become conspicuous for their 
frauds upon the Government in whisky and 
in steals. It was estimated that 
in Chicago and St. Louis, during the exist- 
ence of the Whisky Ring, the Govern- 
ment was defrauded of not less than five mill- 
ions of its lawful revenue. This was divided 
among the participants, extending from the 
revenue officers at Washington through all the 
ramifications of the service, and to all those 
engaged in the business. Where are those 
who pocketed this fund, and what has be- 
come of this enormous sum of money? In

Is this a result 
for which aman should sacrifice his man- 
hood, character, reputation, and life, with 
disgrace and poverty as legacies to his 
family? 


THE COUNTY THIEVES. 

The long and faithful investigation of 
county affairs by the special Grand Jury 
whose term expired last night has resulted 
in the indictment of pretty much all the 
persons who have been identified in the 
public mind with the frauds that have been 
notoriously committed on the County Treas- 
ury. The first indictment found was against 
Hixspaux, for obstructing public justice and 
for perjury in connection with his examina- 
tion concerning the granite contract of a few 
weeks ago. There was a second batch some 
days ago, including Prriotat, Fonsvrn, 
Waker, KRernlr, and CARPENTER, which 
amounts in a large part to a revival of the 
prosecutions which had to be dismissed, 
owing to the disappearance of the witness 
CARPENTER and the private account-book 
which kept track of the supply swiridles. 
McNetr has also been indicted for perjury. 
Yesterday a sort of omnibus bill is under- 
stood to have been returned, including all 
the Commissioners believed to be involved in 
the rascality of the Court-House stone con- 
tract. These indictments are probably based 
upon the conspiracy statute, which is as 
follows : 

If any two or more persons conspire and agree 
together with the frandulent or malicious intent 
wrongfully and wickedly to injure the person, char- 
acter, business. or property of another, or to ob- 
tain money or other property by false pretenses, 
or to do any illegal act injarions to the public 
trade, health, morals, police, or administration of 
public justice, or to prevent competition in the 
letting of any contract by the State or the authori- 
ties of any county, city, town. or village, or to 
induce any person not to enter into such competi- 
tion, or to commit any felony, they shall be 
deemed guilty of a conspiracy, and every such of- 
fender, and every person convicted of conspiracy 
at- common law, shall be imprisoned in the Peni- 
tentiary not exceeding three years or fined not ex- 
ceeding $1, 000. 

This statute is comprehensive enough to 
include nearly every variety of public steal- 
ing to which the County Commissioners, or 
their co-conspirators outside of the Board, 
may have resorted. It reaches both the 
principals and agents, the Commissioners, 
contractors, and go-betweens. The difficul- 
ty will be to secure evidence that will suffice 
in Court to establish a conspiracy which 
every taxpayer in Cook County really knows 
to have existed for years. There is one man 
who is entirely familiar with all the opera- 
tions of the Ring,—Pxrriotat,—as he has 
confessedly occupied about the same position 
in the County Ring that Jazz Rex» did with 
reference to the Whisky Ring in Chicago. At 
one time there was an indication that Prrio- 
LaT would expose the whole conspiracy, but it 
turned out that he wanted to reveal only so 
much as would implicate his former partner, 
Fonsrrn, in the supply swindles, and at the 
same time protect those with whom he is 
still on good terms; so the Grand Jury pre- 
ferred to hold him as a criminal rather than 
give him immunity as a partial witness. The 
case against Prrionat, under the above 
statute, will probably be a pretty strong one 
on Architect Eaax's evidence alone, so that 
he may yet perceive his personal advantages 
in turning States evidence. Besides, the 
examination of witnesses with particular 
reference to the county steals has been more 
thorough and exhaustive than ever before, 
and there is reason to hope that the testi- 
mony taken by the late Grand Jury a

The small boy who has made a des- 
perate effort by seasons of abnormal good- 
ness, by diligent running of errands with a 
display of enthusiastic though perfunctory 
alacrity, by sales of old iron and rags, by 
regular attendance upon the Sunday-school 
and refusal to hook Jack” from 
the day-school, and other proper acts 
which ordinarily disagree with the 
small boy, to accumulate a hoard 
of pennies sufficient to supply himself with 
a bunch of fire-crackers and the accompany- 
ing punk, a handful of squibs, and, if he 
has been extraordinarily good, even a rocket, 
now finds himself with his investment in 
hand, but without opportunities for its ex- 
penditure, and the galling suspicion in his 
mind that the fond parent may insist upon 
its deposit in the bank on the mantel-piece, 
which cannot be checked upon and pays no 
interest; or, worse still, that the good 
mother may suggest an avenue for the super- 
fluous cash calculated to delight young un- 
breeched heathen in foreign parts whom the 
small boy would like to encounter in a fair 
field with no grown up intermeddlers in the 
immediate vicinity, so that for once he could 
have an opportunity of expressing his views 
on the missionary question. 

The worst feature of this ordinance is the 
fact that it is tantamount to a discrimina- 
tion against the average small boy in favor 
of the exceptional small boy. While the 
former will not get his bunch of crackers, 
the latter will get his box. In other words, 
there being forty bunches in a box, the ex- 
ceptional small boy is not only forty times 
better off than the average small boy, but 
his opportunities in the way of massacre and 
incendiarism are forty times improved. 
There are eighty crackers in every bunch, 
which gives him an unlimited sweep of op- 
erations with 3,200 crackers, much to the 
envy of the average small boys of his neigh- 
borhood who kindly gather in his back-yard 
or on his front stoop to assist him in his 
arrangements for a holocaust. What a 
small boy with 3,200  fire-crackers 
can’t do is hardly worth men- 
tioning. We doubt the wisdom 
of concentrating patriotism in this manner. 
Forty boys with one bunch are not so ex- 
uberant or effective as one boy with forty 
bunches. In order to thoroughly improve 
his opportunities he mnst spread himself 
over the widest possible area, and make ex- 
istence a burden for a block around. He 
must exhaust every pcssibility offered by 
combustible material in the woodshed, straw 
in the barn, the kitchen stove, family cat, 
passing horses, and other material that bears 
direct relation to fire-crackers on the natal 
day of freedom. It does not admit of a 
doubt that he will improve these opportuni- 
ties to the maximum, even though he may 
de gathered up in fragments at sun- 
down, for the amount of patriotism 
that the small boy will develop 
when his opportunities are increased forty- 
fold is simply beyond mathematical calcula- 
tion. It is an open question, therefore, 
whether the City Fathers in the plenitude 
of their wisdom have not made life forty 
times more unendurable on the Fourth than 
it has ever been before. The New York 
Board of Underwriters racently calculated 
that every firecracker imported into this 
country has been responsible for $100 worth 
of damage. If this be true, has the Common 
Council been sagacious in giving to the ex- 
eeptional small boy possibilities in the way 
of financial amounting to $320,000,

HICKEY. 
SOME QUEER TESTIMONY. 

The Grand Jury reassembled at 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. 

After a brief consultation, the Hickey case 
was taken up, and the examination of witnesses 
was proceeded with as rapidly as possible, the 
determination being to close up the business 
before night. The first one called in was a gen- 
tleman named Dutton, who is said to have lost 
some property and to have paid for 
recovery. He was followed by 
“Jumbo Jum,” who wouldn’t tell what 
he said, but it could not have amounted to 
much, if anything, since he was in the presence 
but a few moments. Then came Madden, a 
sort of. a lawyer, who practices in the police 
courts. He was supposed to know something, 
but didn’t. Bennett, the mock-auctioneer, then 
faced the twenty-three, but he had no personal 
knowledge of money being paid for the privilege 
of beating Graugers. 

GEORGE EAGER 
came next. He was not after Hickey, but told 
some things about how business is done at the 
South Side Police Court, intimating that some 
one is collecting money for appeal bonds and 
pocketing the money. Eager, however. is 
down on Summerfield, because he refuses to 
accept him as bondsman for thieves and prosti- 
tutes, preferring, seemingly, the negro Webster 
and Marks, the attorney.“ 

Ex-Prosecutor Boyden toid about cases being 
continued at the Armory, as he supposed, to 
give the bunko and confidence men a chance to 
equare themselves with their yictims, and spoke 
of their final dismissal for want of prosecution. 
He did not know what influences, if any, were 
used; but the discharge of some prisoners 
looked to him as rather singular. 

An attempt was made to put up another job 
on Hickey, but, like that managed by Cab- 
bage Ryan, the thief, the bottom feli out, and 
its true inwardness was exposed. According to 
the story as related to the Grand Jury by 

M’CAUSLAND, 

a woman named Mrs. Wheeler had paid Hickey 
$300 over three years ago for preventing officers 
from Columbus, O., from taking Billy Mead 
to that city for trial upon a charge of robbery. 
This woman, as the story goes, is a detective, 
and has worked at times for Hickey. A month 
ago the Superintendent engaged her to go down 
into the country to look after some borse- 
thieves and stolen property. Detective Lancing 
accompanied her. The Chieti, for some reason. 
sent along Detective Morgan to watch ber. Upon 
getting to their destination, Morgan went nosirg 
around town with the City Marshalf and 
Sheriff, and, subsequently mecting Lancing and 
the woman, gave them away“ to the parties 
they were after. This made Mrs. Wheeler an- 
gry, and as they could do nothing, the three re- 
turned to Chicago. Upon arriving here, Maj. 
Yates and McCausland saw her, and she com- 
lained bitterly to them of her treatment in be- 
ng given away by Morgan. The two talked to 
her about Hickey, and as che pane to know 
of crookedness on his part, they induced her to 
make an affidavit setting forth one instance. 
This she did, and the case was that of Billy 
Mead. He was under arrest here for 
something of which, it is said, he 
was innocent. Hickev, according to the woman, 
knew he was wanted in Columbus, O., for rob- 
bery, and telegraphed there that he was in cus- 
She, as the affidavit stated, went to him 
and gave him $300 to misiead the Columbus 
detectives, and tne result was they never got 

Mead. I 

This affidavit was placed in the hands of the 
jury, and it was stated to them by, as is sup- 
posed, McCausland that Mrs. Wheeler had 
been locked up by Hickey at the Central Station 
in the latter part of May and kept con- 
cealed until after the jury was discharged; 
also that she was again taken into custody last 
Monday and locked up in the same place with- 
out eause or warrant, and that Hickey denied 
all knowledge of her. 

MAYOR HEATH, : 
who was called in just after the adjournment, 
sent a shot into this job which knocked it into 
splinters. His examination lasted nearly two 
hours, and some of the questions put to him by 
one of the jurors were, to say the least. very 
impertinent. His Honor got very angry at 
this shabby treatment, and when 
he came out he was as white as 
a sheet from indignation. He defended Hickey, 
and told the jury of the character of some of 
the men who were attempting to oust him; and 
his statements had great weight with the jury. 

As soon as he was released from the inquisl- 
tion, he rushed over to the City-Hall and de- 
manded to know where Mrs. Wheeler was. 
Hickey didn’t know. She lived over on the 
West Side somewhere. ‘* Send forher at once,” 
said the Mayor. Atelegram was sent, and in 
half an hour his Honor, Detective Lancing, and 
Mrs. Wheeler drove up to the County Building 
in a hack. They were let into the Grand Jurors’ 
room, and the woman was sworn. 

Mrs. Wheeler indignantly denicd that she had 
been spirited away, and in tones 60 loud, too, 
that ber testimony could easily be heard on the 
outside. She was not a prisoner, and had not 
been tampered with by hickey. It was true, 
she said, that she was locked up for three days, 
from Wednesday, May 30, till 5 o’clock the fol. 
lowing Saturday, but it was for a very good 
reason. She had been in the _ habit 
of giving officers information, and upon 
several occasions it had turned out 
talse. The last occasion was when she went 
down to Eaton, O., accompanied by Detectives 
Lancing and Megan. to whom sbe had promised 
to turn up some horses and carriages that had 
been stolen from this city. Her source of in- 
formation seemed so accurate that she urged 
them on, only to find that it was another 
4 tiff.“ Upon her return Supt. Hickey de- 
manded an explavation, which she refused to 
give. He then ordered her under arrest, and 
kept her locked up for three days, or until 
she gave the explanation he desired. This 
difficulty, she maintains. was her own fault, and 
she thinks her punishment was none too severe. 
In two letters to Deputy-Supcrintendent Dixon 
she had expressed herself as satisfied, and prom- 
ised to make amends by giving them some in- 
formation worth having as soon as sbe procured 
it. Several of the Grand Jury persisted that 
she had been made a prisoner, andthat Hickey 
had intimidated her, and all sorts of promises 
were thrown out to ber, but she maintained that 
she was telling nothing but the entire trutl.. 

McCausland and ove B. C. Yates, aided and 
abetted by one Hamilton, had introduced to 
the Grand Jury an affidavit asserting that she

The afficavit presented by McCausland, she 
said, was faise in every particular, and was pro- 
cured from her in a surreptitious manner, Me- 
Causland writing down the substance of an in- 
terview, and then getting her signature toa 
paper which, she said, he had do.tored up to 
suit himself. A letter that also tended to show 
Hickey’s crookedness was instantly pronounced 
a forgery. Moreover. she testified that Me- 
Causland, Yates, and Hamilton, and his friends 
had teased the life nearly out of her for over a 
month, trying to induce | her to say 
that she did give Hickey $360. McCausland 
said they were going to get Hickey 
removed, so that she and her friends could have 
a better time in the city. They were sure to 
get a more liberal man for Superintendent. He 
had offered all the money she wanted, and 
promised to see that she was well taken care of. 
Besides, money was to be raised to defray the

SERGT. M’GARIGLE. 

„All I know about the woman,“ said Sergt. 
McGarigle, Chief of Detectives, is this: She 
came to the office last month Inf company with 
Officer Lancing, and said that her husband, or 
some of her brothers, were thieves, and that 
she could put the Department on the track of 
getting hold of some buggies which had been 
run out of town and taken down to Eaton, O. 
Quite a number of rigs had been stolen just 
previous, and the Chief was naturally anxious 
to do something to stop the business. 80 be 
said let her go down with Lancing and Jim Mor- 


gan.”’ 

How did she happen to come to give the in- 
formatioa?”’ 

I believe she had given points previously to 
the West Side detectives, especially to Lancing. 
Well, they all three went down to Eaton, and 
the woman took them out toa barn where she 
said the stuff was stowed away. But there was 
nothing there, and hadn’t been anything there 
fora year, The boys saw that it was a stiff and 
came back, Lancing being about sixteen out of 
pocket, which he has never got back. The two 
officers came to the Station and reported, 
and let the women go. The Chief order- 
ed them to bring her in. She was 
brought in and kept there over night. She 
owned up that the thing was a stiff, and said 
she couldn’t imagine what made her doit. She 
cried in the presence of about half a dozen 
peaple, and owned up that it was all a lie. We 

rst thought of sending her to the Bridewell. 
but it was finally decided to let her go, and she 
has not been in the Central Station certainly 
since the Ist of June. The next I heard of her 
was that one of the boys in the office got a letter 
from her, asking him to come over 

her, and saying that she liked 
good man, —but that 
Hickey and wouldn't 
have anything te do with him. The man who 
got the letter laughed at it, handed it over to 
Hickey, who also read it, and then, I believe it 
was torn up and thrown into the waste basket. 
THE NEXT I HEARD OF THE WOMAN 
was about noon to-day, when the Mayor came 
into the office and asked where Sarah Wheeler 
was. I said I didn’t know, but I would send 
over to Capt. Seavey as I presumed he could 
find her, she living over in his district. I sent 
over word and presently, upon reporting to the 
Mayor what’ I had done, he insisted that I 
should send over peremptory orders to 
Capt. Seavey to have that woman brought 
over, and let somebody come along with her; 
that she was wanted to go before the Grand 
Jury. I telegraphed again to Capt. Seavey to 
find her any way, and have her brought right 
over. Presently she came along, in company 
with Lancing, and when she came in I asked her 
where she had been keeping herself. She said 
she had been keeping herself out of the way. 
I asked ber why, and she said because some of 
the officers were looking atter her. I asked her 
if it was any of our boys, and she said no. 
Then 1 asked her if it was the Sheriff, 
and she said she * it was the 
Sheriff or McCausland. ben I says ‘I am 
ongto send you over to the Grand Jury.’ 
ays she, It will take a bigger man than you 
have got here to do that. Iwill drown myself 
in the river before 1 go there.’ Well.“ says 
I, ‘I guess we can arrange that.’ Sol gota 
carriage, and she and Lancing got in, and she 
was taken over there. A few minutes after she 
came in, supposing that the Mayor would like 
to know that she was there, I stepped into his 
office and said: ‘Mr. Mayor, this Mrs. Wheeler 
is here. Do you want to see her?’ He 
ordered me at once to send her 
promptiy over to the Grand Jury, with- 
out any delay, and to have her handed 
to the foreman. That is all | know about the 
case. I had never seen the woman, to my rec- 
ollection, before she came into the Station with 
Lancing about tho horse-stealing business.“ 
DETECTIVE LANCING'S STATEMENT 
is to the effect that vesterday afternoon he re- 
ceived orders to find Mrs. Wheeler. He went 
first to the house where she had been boarding, 
then to a place where she was in the habit of 
visiting, and finally be discovered her on a Blue 
Island avenue car. He told her she was wanted 
at the Central Station, took her down there, 
and then over to the Grand Jury. As re- 
gards that celebrated trip to Eaton, he 
states that he and Morgan went down 
together, and that they found, on arriving at 
the town, that the woman had lied from begin- 
ning to end. Instead of having been at the 
place two or three days before, as she stated, 
she had never been there, was ignorant of the 
localities, and did not even know where the 
note! was. His statement of ber arrest on ac- 
count of gtving false intelligence, her confine- 
ment till she confessed, and her subsequent re- 
nee gm exactly with that of Sergt. Mc- 
Garigle. 

After the examination of Mrs. Wheeler was 
closed, which was about 4 o'clock, the Grand 
Jury settled down to discussion on the indict- 
ments, which was kept up until 6:30, when they 
adjourned until 8:30 to-morrow morning.

THE RESULT. 
A STATE OF GENERAL UNCERTAINTY. 

And now for the work of the Grand Jury. 
The great misfortune is that it is not allowed to 
continue its iuvestigations for at least thirty 
daysmore. It has reached a point where it is 
on the verge of finding out many things, but it 
is compelled to stop, leaving its work unfinish- 
ed, and unable to return indictments because, 
although mora!ly convinced of guilt, it has not 
yet acquired sufficient testimony on which Yo 
hope to secure a conviction. It is now very 
generally admitted by the Grand Jurors that 
thev wasted considerable time; that hours and 
almost days were spent in the ex- 
amination of witnesses who knew nothing; 
and that, had they brought to thesubject greater 
previous knowledge, they would not have 
thrown away time on these witnesses. So the 
result is that they are almost inevitably driven 
back to find what indictments thev do bring in 
upon old_testimony, and against parties who 
were indicted last year. Yet nothing is fixed or 
settled. The Grand Jury adjourned to meet at 
half-past 8 to-morrow morning, and between 
that bour and the time when it makes its re- 


turn to the Criminal Court it may decide to re- 


ject or modify indictments already drawn, and 
to order the drawing of others against per- 
sons who have thus far escaped. For 
this reason, with a few exceptions, it is im- 
proper to say positively who will be indicted 
Monday morninz. There was much debate in 
the iury-room yesterday afternoon on some of

not to present. That action may be reconsid- 
ered, or it may be persevered in.

About ten years ago the Globe Nafl Company of Bos- 
ton put on the market the first pointed. polished, and « 
finished horse-shoe nails ready for driving. Previous 
to that time all horse-sboe nails were pointed, and most 
of them made by the shoersin their own shops. The 
Globe Nall was at once found to be much cheaper and 
better than any then in use, and soon became so popular 
that all manufacturers of horse-nails were compelled 
either to abandon the business or to make their nail to 
resemble the Globe Nail. For the last ten years it has 
been the model, and the height of the ambition of every 
maker of horse-shoe nails has been to produce a close 
imitation of the Globe, knowing that the better the 
imitation the more likely it was that his nails would 
sell, at least fora time. Each year during all this time 
horse-shoe nail makers have sprung up and died like 
mushrooms, each one of them at the start confidently 
proclaiming that he was going to kill the Globe.

Verily The Nail Tells the, Truth!“ The 
proof of the pudding isin the eating. We decided that 
this new dodge was doing us no harm, and as it seemed 
to afford our unhappy rivals some satisfaction (what it 
was we were at a loss to understand). we concluded to 
let them continue it unmolested. At length, embolden- 
ed by impunity, they have had the impudence to pub- 
lish this twaddle in our own papers and under our very 
nore. This was the drop too much. A man will en- 
dure for a while the buzzing of a mosquito, although it 
may be annoying; he will even allow him t draw a 
drop of blood now aad then from his hands or feet, be- 
cause it isa matter of existence tothe musquito and 
one of no consequence to the man. But when the pesky 
varmint flies right in his face and eyes he squelches 
him incontinently. 

We shudder to think of the tears that have been shod 
by the tender-nearted ladies of the land over that poor 
horse, go mercilessly trotted out first in Cincinnati, 
then lu Providence, R. I.. and, for aught we know, in 
divers other places as far apart.

The rest of the stories are of a piece 
with this. They are alk too thin. They won't hold 
water. 

And now we have done with this business. We have 
no time or taste for it. S. S. Putnam 4 Co. may have 
the field to themselves. We have just as much as we 
can attend to in making and selling nalis. We propose 
to stick to that. Our friends, S. 8. Putnam & Co.. 
may do the rallſug and we will do the nailing. That 
division of labor will sult us exactly. But if they don't 
succeed better in pointing their advertisements than 
in pointing their nails, they will soon be obliged to 
abandon that branch of the business also. When we 
reach that last and desperate state that our existénce 
depends upon the publication of false and malicious 
charges against the goods of our neighbors in the daily 
papers far and wide.—when we reach that stage we 
promise to step down and out quietly and gracefully. 
In the meantime we neither ask or expect from our 
competitors any favor, not even fair play. So long as 
we make the best nall we believe the shoers will ase it. 
We think the day is far distant when we shall be beat- 
en.

Richard Toner, the rat-catcher, known in New 
York as“ The Rat,“ is among the arrivals at 
the Lindell. Having exterminated the rats from 
the leading hotels and many private dwellings 
in New York, he comes here recommended by 
Mr. Leland, of the Metropolitan Hotel, to the 
proprietors of the Lindell as the man to purge 
their establishment from the vermin. Mr. Toner 
is aw fait in his art of rat-killing, and probably 
stands at the head of his profession. He grad- 
uated, under the tuition of an English rat-ex- 
terminator, and has followed the business for 
twelve years in New York, supplementing the 
catching part in the way of profit by keeping a 
rat-pit. But his emoluments in the last respect 
have been cut off by the humanitarian policy of 
an enemy to such sports, Mr. Bergh, the friend 
of the rat, as well as all ether animals. 
Toner has a mission, however, to perform as 
well as Beh. He is posted in the natural 
history and curfous instincts of the rodent. He 
asserts that the rat tribe commence breeding 
at three months old, and the female breeds 
once a month, producing invariably thirteen at 
a time, and what is curious only one of the 
litter is a female.

BEER-MILLIONAIRES. 
New York Correspondence Hartford Times. 

It is only about thirty years since lager-beer 
came into use in the United States. The first 
brewery was established in Philadelphia in 1846. 
Two years later F. and M. Schaefer introduced 
the business in New York. It is now one of the 
most important industries in the city. There 
are thirty-seven lager-beer bre weries in the city 
and suburbs, and they turn out over 1,000,000 
barrels in the course of the year. George Ehret 
sold 132,000 barrels in 1876. Ruppert ranks next 
as an extensive manufacturer, his product the 
same year being 74,000 barrels. The Schaefers, 
who tntroduced the business, sold 45,000 barrels. 
It is hardly necessary to say that all the lager- 
beer brewers are Germans. Some have become 
very rich, and only a few have failed in the busi- 
ness. The capital invested in it is very large. 
Ebret’s capital is abeut $1,000,000. hen he 
started, about eleven years ago, he had to bor- 
row money to carry him over the first few 
months. Ruppert has over $750,000 in his brew- 
eries, horses, wagons, ete. He started in 1867. 
Another brewer who started in the same year 
retired ona fortune afew years ago, and his 
partner continues the business on a capital of 
$400,000. Altogether the money invested in the 
brewing of lager-veer in and around New York 
is probably not less than $8,000,000. 

The men employed in the business earn from 
$68 to $75 per month, and have all the beer 
they want to drink. Their hours are long,— 
averaging fifteen out of the twenty-four hours. 
An employe who doesn’t drink more than 
twenty classes a day is considered economical. 
Many go up to fifty or sixty, and there are some 
who boast of capacity for 100. Ruppert's men 
drank 800 barrels last 1 at the expense of 
the firm. Nearly all the beer manufactured 
nowadays is doctored,—that is, drugs are used 
to color it and tone it up. The business of 


supplying drugs to the beer-men has become 


quite large. The brewers admit the use of 
drugs, but maintain that the beer is improved 
by them rather than injured. The different 
kinds of beer are so well known that any steady 
imbiber can tell at a sip whose beer be 
ing. Some of the brewers use Croton water,— 
paying an immense tax f6r it yearly,—and 
others get water from artesian wells. One firm 
bas a well of this kind that yields over 200,000 
gallons daily.

THE COLLAPSE OF THE EXCELSIOR. 

The editor of the Spirit of the Times isin the 
dolefal dumps again, the cause of his present 
melancholy being the fact that the much-adver- 
vised Excelsior Racing Circuit has gone to 
smash in very much the manner that Taz Tris- 
unn predicted it would several months 
ago. The Excelsior Circuit was a child 
of Mr. Buck's own fertile fancy,

A DRIVER’S CONFESSION. 
An Lids gos y tA Taipuns the fact that a 
ringer had been caught during the races at 

Dexter Park on Tuesday was chronicled, and 
particulars of the affair given. The horse 
question was called Wild Irishman, and was ell 
tered in the three-minute, two-fifty, two-f — 
five, and two-forty races, in the name of Robert 
Fowler, Richmond, Va. The fact that the owners 
of the horse possessed such confidence iu his 
speed and gamencss as to nominate him in to 
many events at once aroused the suspicions of the 

ublic generally, and especially of those who had 

orses In the same races as Irishman. ‘Telegrams 
were sent to Richmond, but the answers confirmed 
the statements of Irishmau's driver, that the horse 
hada record of 3:05, obtaiued in 1875. The 
first race on Tuesday was for horses that 
had never beaten three minutes and when the 
horses were rung up, the driver of Irishman re- 
quested permission to draw him on account of a 
swelled knee; but as the judges, after a careful 
examination, could not detect a.y soreness in the 
oint, they decided that he must start. Before a 

if mile had been trotted, it was apparent that the 

contest for first money would be between Irishman 
and Ella F., and as it was known that the friends 
of both horses had been backing them freely at the 
pool-box, considerable interest was felt in the re- 
sult, and the more knowing ones predicted that 
there would be music before the race was over. 
Irishman-won the first and second heats in slow 
time. Ella F. took the third in 2:37 K. In the 
fourth, Irishman drove out the little mare in 2:: 
Then there wasa howl. The rubber of Ella F 
went into the judges’ stand and protested Irishman, 
on the ground that he was trotting under an 
assumed name, and that he had a record 
better than three minutes. Fowler. the driver of 
Irishman, was called into the stand, bat declined 
to swear in his horse, and the animal was not al- 
lowed to start in the deciding heat. While the 
judges had the matter of expelling both horse and 
driver from all tracks belonging to the National 
Association under consideration, Fowler laid down, 
and in a sworn statement told the whole story. He 
said that his name was not Fowler, but Farrel. 
He also affirmed that the name of the horse was 
Hunter, and that he hada record of 2:35. The 
owner of Hunter, he says, entered the horse in the 
slow classes at Dexter Park without his (Farrel's) 
knowledge, he being wholly unaware of the fact 
until he reached this city. e then complained to 
Irishman’s owner, a Mr, Later, but the latter said 
that he had fixed matters so that the fraud wouid 
never be discovered, and Farrel consented to carry 
out his part of the scheme. They soon discovered, 
however, that the rubber of Ella F. was onto 
them, but Later told Farrel that he had arranged 
matters with this young man in a satisfactory man- 
ner. Farrel was still fearful, however, and at the 
last moment tried to draw the horse. 
time Vater had been backing Irishman at the pool- 
box, and it was necessary to win if possible. The 
Ella F. party had told Farrel that ey would pro- 
test his horse if their mare was obliged to lower 
her record of 2:38 in order to win, and they stuck 
to their word, and, as a result, the horse lost the 
race, wasexpelled from all National Association 
tracks, and Later. the owner, skipped out, leav- 
ing Farrel in a rather unenviable 58 as he 
was obliged to bear the brunt of the trouble. In 
consequence of this treatment thé latter resolved 
to squneal and to let out all the facts in the 
matter as related above. 

He also says that there was not the slightest ne- 
Cessity for the deception attempted to be practiced 
by Yater, as the horse had shown him trials in 
2:28. and could have won easily in the 2:35 class, 
where he belonged, as in the slower races. He ad- 
mits having done wrong in consenting to drive the 
horse after discovering that fraud was to be prac- 
ticed, but pleads as an excuse that he was a 
ways from home, and wished to retain the d 
will of Yater, who had always treated him well. 

The judges, after considering the matter two 
days, decided to expel both Farre! and Yater from 
all tracks belonging to the National Association. 

; SOME INTERESTING HISTORY. 

„„ g. T. H., in the current number of Wallace's 
Monthly, has an interesting article on the cele- 
brated stallion Ethan Allen, and in the course of it 
tells the following good story of how Dan Mace 
and Z. K. Simmons tried to fool each other in re- 
gard to Ethan's speed while he was being prepared 
for his great match with Dexter, the latter to go in 
harness, and Ethan with a ranning mate: 

»The then owner of Ethan Allen. Mr. E. 
Simmons, is an astute horseman, of far-reaching 
sagacity in planning and successfully executing 
match races. Dexter was then in the zenith of his 
glory. He had vanquished, even in his early 
prime, all the trotting turf-celebrities, and he was 
universally acknowledged to be without. a 
rival. Enormous odds in favor of any other 
trotting horse, to go as he pleased, would 
de gladly given by his hosts of staunch backers in 
the betting fraternity. The idea 3 — itself 
to the mind of Mr. Simmons that Ethan Allen 
could trot to the half-mile te with Dexter, head 
and head, equally rigged. ither of them could 
trot that distance in 1:07. Then he reasoned 
that, if Ethan Allen had as much speed and more 
steadiness, he certainly could beat Dexter the 
remaining half-mile, with the assistance of a stout 
running horse to pull him along. He was satisfied 
that he could trota full mile, thus harnessed, in 
2:14. Accordingly Mr. Simmons 1 the 
match, which was eagerly accepted by the ad- 
mirers of Dexter, and sent for Ethan Allen to go 
into training. He selected Dan Mace, as the mas- 
ter reinsman of the turf, and explained to him his 
reasons for making this extraordinary race. Mace 
was paralyzed at the intrepid daring of Mr. Sim- 
mons’ challenge. He expressed, in language as 
plain as it was impolite, the belief that Dexter 
could beat Ethan Allen or any horse in the world, 
no matter how they were rigged. 

Mr. Simmons, however, persisted in his de- 


‘termination, and ended the colloquy by saying: 


‘I tell you, Dan, I shall win to a moral certainty; 
Ethan can trot in 2:14 with a running mate!’ 
‘Now. Dan,’ said he, ‘I give vou Ethan Allen to 
handle and drive in this race only upon the one 
condition: that you solemnly promise me never to 
give the old horse a single trial, in any form, from 
this moment to the day of the race. I make this 
demand absolute, because I do not want you to 
sore the old horse, nor to leben my chances of 
winning many thousands of dollars by inadvertent- 
ly showing to some unseen watchers how very fast 
he can trot with a running mate, for I tell you that 
he can trot a mile in 2:14! Now, Dan, will you 
make. and swear to keep, this promise?’ And 
from the depths of Dan's diaphragm came the 
sepulchral response, / swear.’ 

he method of training him being thus ar- 
ranged, the experience of Mr. Simmons with first- 
class trainera led him, in detective phrase. to 
shadow Mace in all his movements about Ethan 
Allen. Atthe Fashion Course during that season 
was employed a darkey groom, who enjoyed the 
sobriquet of Long Ike.’ Confiding to Lon 
Ike’ his suspicion that Mace woul 
give Ethan a trial, Mr. Simmons handed 
to the negro his timing-watch, and charged him to 
watch every movement Mace made with tae horse 
and his running mate, promising to reward his 
vigilance by presenting him with $25. 

For many days nothing unusual occurred; 
Mace was doing precisely as he had been command- 
ed. At last, very early one morning. Long Ike’ 
detected certain mysterious movements between 
Mace and his ‘ Man Friday,’ named Willis Hop- 
kins, that looked very much like giving the old

of his trust. He saw Mace hand his timing-watch 
to Hopkins, and they then proceeded to hook 
Honest Allen and the running mate to the skeleton 
wagon, which they drove a few times around the 
track.

BORROWING FOR SEWERS. 
WHAT THE COMPTROLLER THINES OF IT: 

The Council Thursday night passe a resolution 
authorizing the borrowing of 9200, Oo, to be ap- 
plied to the building of sewers in those parts of the 
city where they are most needed. A reporter yes- 
terday asked Comptroller Farwell about the prob- 
ability of obtaining a loan of the above amount, 
and also as to his opinion of the wisaom of the 
action of the Council. The reporter asked if any 
application had been made for the money, and Mr. 


Farwell replied in the negative. 
‘* Do you think, continued the scribe, ** that 
there will be any difficuity about cffecting that 
loan?“ 
Well, I can't exactly say. I do not suppose 
that the Council meant to have $200,000 borrow- 
ed, in addition to the $79,000 eer for 
sewers in the general appropriation bill. You 
know, of course, that we will have to borrow that 
amount, as wel) as enough more te meet the cur- 
rent expenses of the city; because the taxes for 
this year will not be collected till next year, and of 
course this year’s. expenses cannot till then be 
paid out of this year’s taxes. Everybody under- 
stands that. We have already borrowed $1,000, - 
000 for expenees of this year, and we will between 
this and the first of next January incur current ex- 
uses amounting to $2,000,000 more. We will 
ave to borrow that, too. 

Then you think the work of borrowing is going 
to be difficult?”

THE GREAT MOVE. 
SPECULATIONS CONCERNING IT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, June 17—3:40 a. m.—wispatches 
from the Russian headquarters report that 
heavy fichting took place on Monday at Tur- 
tukai, but the result, or even the 
means by which the engagement was brought 
about, are kept secret. No correspondents 
are now allowed to leave the Russian headquar- 
ters, and those who are fortunate enough to be 
at the scene of the fighting cannot use the 
telegraph to send their news forward. 
The Grand Duke Nicholas has shut off 
every avenue by which intelligence of 
the forthcoming great move of his army can get 
abroad. Railways, post-roads, the teiegraph 
lines, and even the mail bags, are under hisjven- 
sorship. The very fact of this silence at the 
seat of war indicates 

THE IMMINENCE OF GREAT EVENTS. 

The correspondent states that heavy cannon- 
ading was going on Friday at Fort Maratin, 
situated below Rustchuk, and at Rahova, down 
the river a short distance from Widdin. 
Whether the firing was opened by Turkish or 
Russian batteries is not stated, therefore the 
cannonading may have been for the purpose of 
masking an attempt at a passage of ihe river 
at some other point, or it may have been 

THE BEGINNING OF A GREAT BATTLE 
at Rustchuk and Rahova. All along the lower 
part of the Danube a violent-stcrm burst on 
Thursday night, and it was feared by the Turks 
that the Russians would attempt a surprise dur- 
ing tne intense darkness. Nothing of the kind 
was attempted, however. 

The weather in the Valley of the Danube is 
generally hot. 


ENGLAND AND RUSSIA. 
RELATIONS BETWEEN THE TWO NATIONS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, June 17—3:30 a. m.—A corre- 
spondent at St. Petersburg telegraphs he has 
hada conversation with an officer high in the 
confidence of the Russian Government on the 
subject of the relations between Engiand and 
Russia, which was of the most impor- 
tant nature. The correspondent was naturally 
anxious to ascertain the views of the Russian 
Government on the attitude assumed by En- 
giand in relation to the war, and the informa- 
tion obtained may be relicd on as coming from 
the highest possible source. The relations be- 
tween England and Russia at the present 
moment, according to the gentleman in ques- 
tion, are of the most critical kind short 
of actual war. The two countries stand on 

THE VERY VERGE OF HOSTILITIES, 
and the slightest incident might at any time 
precipitate a conflict. Never since the Crimean 
war has the situation been of such peculiar diffi- 
culty, though the relative strength and influ- 
ences of Russia and of England have changed 
very materially since that period. 

What makes the situation so unsatisfactory 
is the indetinite policy pursued by England iu 
relation to Turkey. She will neither say one 
thing or the other. She will neither say defi- 
nitely that she will fightin certain contingen- 
cies, nor will she say that under all circum- 
stances she will maintain a strictly neutral atti- 
tude. She speaks so indefinitely of 

‘* BRITISH INTERESTS,’’ 
that anything under the sun may be included in 
the category. Yet it is when these undefined 
and unnamed entities are endangered that Er- 
land will fight. The adoption of such a policy 
a3 this hasa present advantage for England, 
which is very irritating to Russia, and for that 
very reason may end in more injury tothe real 
vital interests of the English people than would 
a straightforward and outspoken declaration of 
the course intended to be pursued. Its advan- 
tages for the present, however, 
CANNOT BE QUESTIONED. 
England reserves to herself the decision as to 
what and what are not British interests, and 
when they are or are not menaced or interfered 
with. During all this time she may be negotiating 
alliances against Russia and bringing ail tie 
weight of her moral and financial influence to 
bear against her. If she is successful in form- 
ing a strong coalition, and the chances of ar- 
resting the progress of the Russian arms 
are cons.dered good, it could then 
be announced that British interests were 
menaced. But if, on the other hand, the 
chances of success seemed unfavorable, the 
same interests could be represented as perfectly 
FREE FROM ALL DANGER. 

This vague and uncertain policy is peculiarly 
embarrassing to Russia. if England would 
declare herself definitely, Russia would 
know how to act, and would have no 
hesitation in adopting the necessary meas- 
ures for the emergency. England's position at 
present is not regarded by Russia as that of a 
neutral. Under cover of her neutrality she is 
working, tooth and nail, against Russia, and 
doing almost as much damage as if she wer 
actually at war. 

The Czar complains of England throwing her 
moral influence on the side of Turkey, and thus 
encouraging the Porte to take action which 
would not be ventured upon but for the reli- 
ance placed on the ultimate aid of England. She 
induces the Porte to distrust Russia, and 

ASSAILS RUSSIAN CREDIT 

through her press and her financial and diplo- 
matic agencies. But for England the Czar 
thinks Turkey would have surrendered long 
ago, and it may truly be said that England is 
indirectly making war on Russia through Tur- 
key. Count Schouvaloff is instructed to say ex- 
plicitly that war would be preferable to the 
present uncertainty. 

In Berlin great anxiety is felt m the best in- 
formed diplomatic circles concerning the rela- 
tions between England and Russia. The belief 
is gainiug ground that Russia is dctermined to 
take such action as will force Engiand to 

DECLARE HERSELF DEFINITELY. 

Prince Bismarck is strongly in favor of the 
Gortschakoff note, and entirely disapproves of 
the vague and uncertain attitude of England. 
This may be taken as a sure indication of the 
side Germany will take in the event, which is re- 
garded as very probable, of the war extending.

HONORS PAST AND FUTURE.

GERMANY. 
MR. WASHBURNB’S SERVICES REMEMBERED.

New York, June 17— a m.—The Herald 
correspondent at Berlin telegraphs that the Em- 
peror William of Germany, hearing a report 
that Mr. Washburne had resigned as United 
States Minister to France, has ordered the 
painting of a life-sized portrait of 
bimself, for the purpose of pfesenting it to the 
Minister in recognition of the distinguished 
sesvices he rendered to Germany during the 
Franco-German war. Mr. Washburne, it will 
be remembered, represented the interests of 
German subjects during that period, and has 
ever since been held in grateful remembrance 
in Germany. Before proceeding to America, 
Mr. Washburne is expected to visit Berlin on 
his return from Carlsbad. 

BANCROFT DAVIS. 

The German press is unanimous in expressing 
regret at the resignation of Mr. Bancroft Davis, 
the United States Minister to Berlin. Mr. 
Davis was universally esteemed in Germany. 


ROME. 
THE PILGRIMS.

New Yorx, June 17—4 a. m.—The Herald 
correspondent in Rome was present in the Vati- 
can when the Irish-Canadian pilgrims were 
granted an audience by the Pope. Father Dowd 
said in his address that St. Patrick's 
children had left their distant home 
in Canada to offer his Holiness their 
congratulations on his jubilee. They 
gladly suffered the hardships of their protract- 
ed voyage out of love for Pius IX. He implor- 
ed, in the name of the pilgrims, the Pope’s es- 
pecial blessing on New York and Liverpool, out 
of gratitude for the splendid reception the 
Canadian pilgrims had received in those cities 
on their way to Rome. 

Father Egan presented an address from the 
Archbishop of Toronto and the Bishovs of the 
Province of Ontario. Father Barry presented 
an address from Chatham, N. B., and Father 
O’Brien, on behalf of the American piigrims, 
presented a splendid silver goblet to his Holi- 
ness. Montreal, Toronto, and Hamilton gave 
an offering of 58,0383 francs. 

A monster deputation from Cork, Ireland, 
was also received, headed by the Mayor of the 
city in his scarlet. 

Father Kirby, of the Irish College, Rome, 
presented the Pope with £1,000 from the Dio- 
cese of Cloyne. 

REMARKS OF HIS HOLINESS, 

His Holiness said he was rejoiced that the 
Canadian pilgrims had arrived safely, and re- 
marked that their guardian angels had blown 
them into port. 

The Pope’s appearance and voice were excel- 
lent. He was carried through the Consistorial 
Hall smiling and blessing the audience. The 
crowd eagerly kissed his hand as he passed. 


ART NOTES. 
O’BRIEN’S GALLERY. . 

There is now on exhibition at O’Brien’s Gallery, 
on Wabash avenue, a charming collection of 
American pictures, which are deserving of more 
than passing mention, as the examples are among 
the best works that have ever left the studios 
of the artists represented. The place of 
honor is given to Eastman Jobngon's 
„ Tramp. which was one of the chief 
attractions at the recent exhibition of the 
New York Academy. It is an effective transcrip- 
tion of dard times, and tells ita story in an ex- 
ceedingly graphie manner. The scene is a farm- 
house. The tramp, who has left his seedy and 
disreputable companion at the end of the lane, in 
the rear of the house, has knocked at the kitchen 
door, which has been opened by the old farmer, 
who keenly and suspiciously eyes the unkempt 
being who tells a story of wretchedness and 
misery. A buxom kitchen-maid has thrust her 
head far ont of the open window, anxious 
to take a good look at the queer piece of humanity 
who has frightened the children from their play. 
Taeir mother is hurrying them imto the house, 
while on her face is an expression of terror and 
loathing. The tramp, whose face is turned towards 
the old farmer, carriesin his attitude an expres 
sion of saucy indifference. His hands rest care- 
lessly in his pockets. his pose is slouchy, and alto- 
gether he — the appearance of being a 
very ugly customer. The geese, which 
are returning from the barnyard, hiss 
as they pass by the questionable being, 
and the peafowl, safe in the branches of a neigh- 
boring tree, look suspiciously at the uninvited 
guest. Ihe tone of the picture is very pathetie; 
itis painted ina eubdued key; the lengthening 
shadows of the departing day and the cool chilly 
atmosphere indicate that the hero of the subject, 
if he may be calleda hero, and his seedy com- 
panion at the end of the lane, are likely 
to enjoy a night's rest under 
side of a hay-mow. The figures are ex- 
quisitely drawn; the weather-beaten kitchen 
extension and the tangied mass of iv 
are beautifully handled. The poplar trees beben 
the house, through the foliage of which the rays of 
the setting sun shed a rich. almost blinding, yel- 
low, are rather scratchy, and exhibit less care in 
rat ment than the other portions of the pictare. 

Iwo pictures from the easel of Wiliiam Hart are 
representative of two different styles. Spring- 
Time, with its wealth of apple-blossoms, 
brillant green, and sunshine, and rain-storm, 
combines his early and later manners, though it is 
free from the peculiarities of either. ‘* Landscape 
and Cattle is an exemplification of his recent 
method, which is not yet fully formed. It is not 
as bold as that of George Inness, who is repreented 
by two pictures in close proximity, but ie more 
correct in drawing, and is on the whole more p!cas- 
ing. The two landscapes by Inness are more artist- 
ic than anything that has been seen here from 
his case] in some time. Idey are dold in treat- 
ment, strong in color, and free, though not accurate, 
in drawing. No attention whatever is paid to de- 
tail. Everything is sacrificed for general effect. 
Inness, though possessed of at cenius, is 
erratic, and exceedingly uneven. *‘A Bad Little 
Boy. by Walter Shirlow, is a charming little genre 
from peasant life in Germany. It is a conscientious 
piece of painting. Among the other works on ex- 
bibition are paintings by Bellows, DeHaas, Diel- 
man, Moran, Bradford, Thompson. Casilear. 
Lambdin, Ream, Dolph, Quartley, and McCord.

THE ASTOR MEMORIAL. 
gas KEW ALTAR AND REREDOS IN TRINITY 
CHURCH. 
Prom the New York Evening Fost. 

The memoria) to their father which the sons 
of the late William B. Astor some months ago 
diermined to erect in Trinity Church in this 
city will be shown to the public in about two 
weeks. It is already sufficiently near comple- 
tion to admit of being intelligently described 
ge an altar and reredos. The altar, 
deven and one-half feet long, is constructed of 
pure white statuary marble. with shafts of Lie- 
don red marble, the capitals of which are carved 
jo natural foliage, and the purpose of which is 
todivide into panels the front and the sides of 
thealtar. The central panel, with carvings of 

is elaborately and very ingen- 

joasly constructed. It is a mosaic Maltese 
css tet with five cameos, one of them, a head 
of Christ, being over the angles of the cross, 
snd the other four, the symbols of the evange- 
lists, being at its several extremities. The 
whole is flanked by two angels in white marble, 
kneeling, the one in adoration and the other in 
The remainiug panels are carved in 

an of wheat set in mosaic,—those in front 
cutaining the Agnus Dei and the pelican, and 
those at the sides the sacred monograms. 
Above them is the white marble slab, set ina 
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with “teaching for doctrines the com- 
mandments of men,’’ they can at 
least plead in their defense a tradition of eicht- 
een centuries. But the Sabdbatarian tradition is 
little more than two centuries old. It derives as 
little countenance from the fathers of the 
Blessed Reformation,” English or foreign, as 
from the fatbers of the primitive Cnurch.

so indeed that the measure of influence exercised 
by the Church may usually be gauged in a toreigu 
city by noting what proportion of the shops are 
kept open. Thus at Munich and Lucerne they 
are closed, in Paris only very partialliy so; at 
Berlin and Zurich they are open. Sab- 
batarian view is an invention, not of the six- 
teenth century, but the seventeenth, when the 
Puritans so fiercely railed at the “impious 
‘Book of Sports, issued by authority of 
Charles I. aud Laud, and contrived under 
Charles II. to secure the passage of what Lord 
Shaitesbury has designated the most remark- 
able aud ove of the most valuable acts on the 
statute-book.”

The 
Sabbath, or Saturday, was indeed also kept holy 
in many Cuurches by fasting and religious serv- 
ices, not at all in connection with the defunct 
Jewish law, but in memory of the burial of our 
Lord, just as Wednesday and Friday were kept 
in honor of the Betrayal and che Passion. When, 
after the conversion of Constantine, Christian 
institutions first received the recognition of the 
State, an edict was issued enjoining the 
cessation of all judicial business, military exer- 
eises, and ordinary labor on the vencrable 
day of the Sun,” exceptmg only agricultural 
work on account of the uncertainties of the 
weather. This was confirmed in the vear 386 by 
an enactment of Theodosius, winch also prohib- 
ited pubiic spectacies on Suaday. Similar reg- 
ulations had been made by the Council of Lao- 
dicea some years earlier, enjoining Christians to 
abstain from worldly busmess on Sunday aud to 
atténd the mass. But as regards theatrical en- 
teriainments, it must be remembered that these had 
al along been forbidden to Christians, not on one 
day of the week, but on all days, on account of 
their idolatrous and licentious character. When, 
alter the lapse of several centuries, sacred 
dramas began to be introduced into Christian 
practice, they were usually performed in church- 
es and ou Sundays or festivals. For medieval 
usage, while sternly eniorcing the abstinence 
from “servile work, —and that, no doubt, 
partiy, and very rightly, in the interests of the 
serfs and laboring  cilasses.—always la- 
vored Sunday amusements. The day was 
treated as the weekly festival of 
the people, combining recreation with 
religious worship, which last was itself a kind 
of recreation and helped to add something of 
brightness to their dull and monotonous lives. 
Charlemagne rencwed in his Capitularies the 
civil enactments of the Roman Emperors about 
the observanve of Sunday. and many later Coun- 
cils confirmed or supplemented the canons of 
Laodicea on the subject. The same end was 
promoted by the wide circulation and belief of 
stories Of miraculous penalties of disease or 
death which had befallen those who protaned 
the day, many of which may be read in St. 
Gregory of ‘ours’ work, De Miraculis.“ Of 
course St. Gregory did not talk about Sab- 
bath-breakers,“ but these legends remind one 
strongly of the popuiar tales of modern Evan- 
gelical tract-writers about the awful judgments

WAGNER. 
THE GRAND LONDON FESTIVAL. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Loxpon, May 28.—In my last letter to THE 
Tuinuns I gave an account of the first 
evening of the Festival“ series of concerts, 
und Wagner’s reception. The next concert took 
place on the Wednesday followiog, and as- 
sembled a large and miscelianeous audience. 
There were not only the “short-sighted folks, 


with spectacles, long hair, and funny head- 
gear,“ whom Bennet of tne declares 
to be the characteristic * Art-Students of the 
Future,” but musical Londoners of every de- 
scription, devotees of classical music, ballad 
concerts, and the opera, including Priyces, 
Duchesses, and fine ladies and loungers of fash- 


jonable circles in general. 

THE PROGRAMME 

for the evening was the overture, with the first 
and second acts of the Flying Dutchman,” 
and the first act of “‘Die Walkuere.“ The plot 
and the music of the Dutchman are very 
familiar to London audiences through the per- 
formances of the Carl Rosa troude. The over- 
ture was beautifully performed by the orches- 
tra, and its grand fantastic effects alteruating 
with episodes of exquisite mclody were received 
with marked pleasure by the audience. I was 
not able to detect any of that discomfiture or 
uneasiness which some of the Philistines of the 
press proféssed to discover in Wagner while 
conducting this early work of his. On the con- 
trary, while the violins began their tremolo, 
launch the listener upon the swelling vil 
lows, and violoncellos worked up the majesty 
and fury of the storm, and the wind instru- 
ments joined their volume to the tremendous 
roll of the ocean symphony, while the horns 
pealed out their cries of distress, and upon the 
stress, struggle, and agony of the tempest stole 
a soft, sweet strain, like the thought of Heaven 
or of love, apd the trombones gave out a weird, 
sepulchral sound as the phantom ship glided to 
anchor,—while these and other striking features 
of the overture were rendered by the orchestra, 
1 thought Wagner’s countenance assumed a 
quite peaceful, and beatific expression, like that 
of a wise father ee | indulgently on a 
young but promising child. The songs of the 
Steersman were delightfully given by Max 
Schlosser, of Munich, whose sweet, but not 
powerful, voice appeared to greater ad- 
vantage here than at any other period 
of the Festival. Frau Sadler-Grun also 
made htre the most favorable impression she 
achieved at any of the concerts as Senta,—ber 
voice showing as sweet, weil-modulated, and 
sympathetic, though perhaps a little lacking in 
variety and intensity of dramatic expression. 
Among the vocalists, however, the chief honors 
were certainly carried off by Carl Hili, who 
made avery effective Dutchman. He was ina 
very simple and natural manner utterly miser- 
able and forlorn; so quiet and without the or- 
dinary stage tricks and devices was his perfect 
hopelessness and despair that it at first appeared 
as if too much like speech and conduct 
in private life, not sufficiently pro- 
nounced. that , Is, to aifect the 
great audience. But, as the scene 
and duet with Senta proceeded, the conviction 
of the reality of his gricf and emotion which he 
had by this time impressed on his hearers, made 
an admirable background for the impassioned 
devotion of the maiden, and brought the scene 
to a climax which was very fine. The extreme 
beauty of the text and the nobility of the char- 
acters make also a deep impression, as in Lo- 


bhengrin.”’ 
HERR RICHTER. 

With the first act of Die Walkure“ Wagner 
resigned the baton to Herr Richter. Admirable 
and wonderful as the composer is as a conduc- 
tor, and exquisite as are the effects he obtains 
from his orchestra, there can be no doubt that 
they vastly prefer Richter, and that under his 
sway things go on more happily 
and harmoniously. 1 have tried to 
analyze the exact difference in the 
method of the two men, but doubtless there is 
much more in it that can be felt than seen, as 
with all great leaders. Now you see what a 
commander can do with his army,“ said the 
Emperor William of Prussia when ne saw Wag- 
ner conduct his orchestra. But there is much 
the same difference between him and Richter 
that there often is detween two skillful Gen- 
erals. Wagner appears in a state of the highest 
nervous tension, every muscle strained, every 
nerve on the alert; he plays every note with the 
orchestra,—violin, flute, bassoon, and French 
horn,—he plays them all, heisthem ail, it seems, 
while that slender baton of his moes swiftly, 
forcibly, through the air. It is just as if you 
could watch the effect on his physical 
economy, and feel the biood pulsing with 
more or less violence in successive shocks on the 
brain, as you seem to hear him saying with that 
restless little wand of his: Violins, softly, 
softiv; trumpets blow, louder yet, louder, I tell 
you, quite in time; flutes now, low, low; horns 
now, violins again: Heavens! How you drag! 
time, I tell you, time, time; big drum, there, 
now! now! trombones sound, tinkle, triangles, 
crash, cymbals, warble, violas, organ, joiu 
and so on, with swaying of the body and occa- 
sional stampings of the right foot, till it all 
comes to an end in a burst of sound, and the 
room shakes with applause,while Wagner comes 
down from his chair wiping his foreheal with 
his big silk-handkerchief, and the orchestra 
leans back to take a long breath, while 
a certain ‘ toad-under-the-harrow ” look 

radually fades from their relaxing faces. 
n short, Wagner scemed to conduct by impulse. 
to feel responsible for every instrument, and to 
be keenly alive to every effect. Richter, on the 
other hand, takes his place with a calm confi- 


and puts them allintoasort of magnetic sym- 
pathy and electric communication with himself. 
That done, he seems to proceed systematically ; 
his baton keeps up an even, rhythmic sway; 
held high in air, its signals are promptly, light- 
ly, unmistakably given; and his blonde, almost 
blooming face, with its fringe of yellow hair 
and mil 
vigor, serenity, and good-fellowship, 
seem to beam out encouragement and 
self-possession. As to the effect, he appears to 
leave that to take care of itself, confident that 
scientific procedures will bring corresponding 
results, and this leaves his mind free and un- 
embarrassed to give with unerring precision the 
signal of the moment. Onceina while that 
white-gloved left hand of his (Wagner never 
wears. gloves while conducting) is raised at a 
critical passage, in gentle deprecation, as if he 
said ‘‘ Soitly now, my men; carefully, carefully!“ 
but, when all breakers are passed, intricate 
places have opened out into a great sea of mel 
dy and not a cloud is in the sky, then those two 
white hands are spread out before him with a 
prancing movement, he leans forward and seems 
to launch himself and the orchestra, like 
one who gives free reins toa horse or shakes 
out the sails of a yacht before a favoring wind, 
as if he said, ** Go it, now!“ and the orchestra 
“go” accordingly with a joyful kind of frenzy 
which produces the happiest effects. This ts 
why, in the second part of each concert, when 
Wagner goes and sits down among tie harps 
and Richter mounts the stand, the orchestra 
breaks into a sudden delirium of applause, 
which causes novicesin the audience to look 
around and wonder what royal pe has 
entered the arena. The act is not in the best of 
breeding, and not highly complimentary to 
Wagner, who, however, generally sits wrinkling 
his nose with laughter, and beaming benig- 
nantly on his disciple, whose fair complexion 
reddeus considerably.

AT HOME, 
THE THOMAS CONCERTS. 

We now enter upon the musical season of 
1877-’78, and Theodore Thomas has the honor 
of inaugurating it with a six-weeks’ season of 
summer-night concerts at the Exposition Build- 
ing.

What with the best of re- 
freshments, a wilderness of beautiful flowers, 
plants, and evergreens, flowing - fountains, 
mounds of verdure and fragrance, the exquisite 
adornment of the galleries, popular music, 
popular prices, and the finest band in the 
country, if not in the world, the summer nights 
can be very pleasantly worried away in this 
summer garden. It is due to Messrs. Carpenter 
& Sheldon to say that they have done everything 
in their power to make the public comfortable 
and to furnish them with the most delighful 
summer concerts.

Indeed this 
seems a favorite trimmiag for under-apparel of 
all kinds. All these are quite reasonable in 
price, but some more elaborate ‘ones, done 
entirely by hand, are of course muci more 
costly. This is veritably the age of embroidery. 
Everything upon which can be wrought is 
wroucht, and those who cannot afford to pay 
for hand-work purchase that made by machine, 
and are quite as well satisfied, me very 
dainty little sets for morning wear at the 
fashionable resorts have just been shown me. 
They consist of fichu cap and handkerchief.

This was of white linen lawn 
through which the dress showed rosily. A 
third, of pale-blue chalais, has an embroidered 
border of syringa blossoms. This one, is ex- 
ceedingly fresh and pretty, and withal very 
novel. Po keep oneself posted as to the various 
modes of trimmiing is well-nigh an impossible 
task nowadays. Some of the most attractive 
trimmings are those eg for ornamenting 
gauzes, grenadines, etc. These are embroidered 
bands of some diaphonous stuff. wrought in 
brilliant or delicate colors. When the pattern 
is large and decided it is frequently cut out 
and applied tothe material. It is sewed 
; stitch, feather-stitching, or 
buttonhole-stitch. This is called in the 
stores embroidery applique, and met with 
enormous sales at rather enormous prices. A 
favorite trimming for black casumeres is damasse 
silk. A great many of the handsome black silk 
toilettes are made with the popular habit 
basque, whose plainness is much relieved by 
revers, pipings, etc., of some striking color, 
The favorite combinations witn black or 
damasse silk are maize, pale blue, mandarin, 
cardinal, and rose. For combining with brown 
silks, the most desirable are tileul, ecru, pale 
pink, light blue, and pale straw color.

PRISON REFORM FOR COOK COUNTY. 


FLORENCE M’CARTHY. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Curcaao. June 16.—Iin last Sunday's paper I ad- 
vocated a new institution, new in America, but not 
in France or England, —a County-House of Deten- 
tion, where people who are charged with crime 
might be detained until tried. Three additional 
reasons occur to me why such persons should not 
be confined in the common jail. 
In the first place. confinementin jail unfits aman 
in mind for preparing te make his defense. I sim- 
ply relate what I know and have seen When I say 
that after a prisoner has been locked up a month or 
two in one of the cells of our County Jail, his 
health is visibly affected, his mind is enfeebled 
and becomes incapable of exertion, all determina- 
tion, courage, and hopefulness leave him, and 
oftentimes de becomes entirely indifferent 
to hie trial and hie fate. Many atime asl have 
satin the jail and talked with such a man I have 
claimed. My God! 1s it possible that in a 
Christian land, and within the sound of a hundred 
church bells, a man who has not been cunvicted of 
a crime can be so severely punished for it, in ad- 
vance of his trial, that he loses all concern how his 
trial will go!?“ And yet that is done in this com- 
munity: and I have reason to believe that itis done 
constantly. 
Another way in which this confinement injures the 
suspected men is by affecting the jury in the trial. 
W nen a prisoner is brought up out of the common 
jail to de tried, in company with @ score of crim- 
inals, his face pale, his voice weak, his hair mat- 
ted, and hisappare! soiled and tattere d. he Is already 
half condemned. The mostconsiderate jury in the 
world could hardly imagine him to be an innocent 
person. And these adverse appearances are trace - 
able almost entirely to the rigorous punishment 
which he has already — in the jail. 

Once more, if a suspected person, who is thus 
confined with convicted criminals, turns out on his 
trial to be innocent, be remains, nevertheless, for 
life, a jall-bird. and his confinement wil bea 
bitter reproach to himeelf, to his wife, to his chil- 
dren, and to his whole family as long as one of 
them above ground, And this reminds me that 
the confinement of suspected people in the com- 
mon jail hardly ever works any harm cent to the 
innocent. If on his trial a prisoner is found guilty 
he will generally get his sentence reduced on the 
score of his previous confinement, though this is 
not always possible. But if he* turns ont 
to be innocent, he has no reparation 
whatever for his -wrong:ul incarceration. 
The Jaws of this State concerning jails and jailers 
put the man who is suspected of crime on exactly 
tne same footing with one who has been convicted 
of acrime. In proof of this, read the followin 
paragraph from Sec. 11, Chap. 78, of the Revise 
Statutes: 

Debtors and witnesses en not be con fined in the same 
room with persons committed for crime; male aud fe- 
male prisoners shall not be kept in the same room; mi- 
nore shall be kept separate frum pvtorious offenders, 
and those convicted of 22 or other imfamous crime; 
and persons charged with or convicted of an offense not 
infamous from those charged with or convicted of infa- 
mous crimes.

While I was out I handed 
my attorney's card to another prisoner through the 
bars of his dh. and was advising him to employ 
my attorney, when I was roughly seized by the 
neck and shoulders from behind by one of the turn- 
keys and thrown violentiy, about six feet from the 
cell, and then locked up alone in the dungeon as 
a punishment for aiding a fellow-prisoner in get- 
ting a lawyer to assist him. ‘The best man in Chi- 
cago may be in my place within a week. through 
no fault of his, and I want these facts published in 
Tus TRIBUNE just to let people know what sort of 
country they live in. I may gad I have been in 
the jail two and a half weeks, and occasionally I 
was let out of oy cel for a few minutes to see my 
attorney; but that during my whole imprisonment 
Il have not been let out of my cell for exercise a 
minute.
